ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN SEPTEMBER 


The current economic picture is 
primarily one of high employment 
accompanied by an uneven rate of 
production. When allowance is made 
for a 10 per cent shorter working 
month, production in September 
showed some improvement over Aug- 
ust. Though strikes in basic indust- 
ries are hampering production in a 
number of lines, there is evidence that 
at least some of these workers are 
employed elsewhere and the estimate 
of the total number of man-days lost 
because of strikes, which declined 
about 24 per cent in September, may 
overestimate the total loss of employ- 
ment. Freight car loadings during 
September reached the highest point 
since 1939 even though shipments of 
grain were below their level at this time 
last year. Increased shipments of coal, 
coke and other mine products contri- 
buted to this result. A lower level of 
activity in the pulp and paper industry 
led to some decline in electric power 
consumption, chiefly in Quebec and 
New Brunswick, but consumption in 
Ontario advanced slightly. 


A continued high level of salary and 
wage payments is indicated by contri- 
butions to unemployment insurance, 
the average level for the last three 
months being about $6 million, 17 per 
cent higher than in this same period a 
year ago. In contrast, a decline in 
payment of war service gratuities and 
re-establishment credits to veterans 
is indicated by a 12 million dollars 
reduction in expenditures of the 
Department of Veterans Affairs dur- 
ing September. 

Expenditures at the retail level con- 
tinued high with Department store 
sales in September at about 19 per cent 
over last year’s standing, not appreci- 
ably different from the 20 per cent 
average gain for the year to date. 
This increase in expenditure at the 
retail level has been partly at the 
expense of a decline in the rate of 
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saving. Between the end of May and 
August 1946, saving deposits increased 
by only $160 million compared with an 
increase of $270 million in the same 
three months of 1945. In contrast, 
sales of new life insurance policies for 
the first eight months of the year are 
51 per cent greater than for the same 
period of last year. 


By the end of August, unemploy- 
ment was less than 2-5 per cent of the 
civilian labour force, near a minimum 
level and of the estimated 117,000 in 
this category, over 80,000 had been 
unemployed for less than three months. 
The total civilian labour force was 
nearing the 5 million level, an increase 
of over 400,000 since last November. 
Many of these additions were dis- 
charged servicemen but the total also 
includes some of the normal supply of 
new entrants to the labour market. 
Employment in agriculture has in- 
creased an estimated 260,000 since last 
November, partly due to a seasonal 
increase in harvest workers and unpaid 
family workers but also because of a 
95,000 increase in farm operators. 
Between June 1 and August 31, total 
employment increased 158,000, redu- 
cing the number of unemployed by 
about 9,000 and absorbing an influx into 
the labour market of about 149,000, 
over half of whom were in the 14 to 19 
year high school age group. In this 
same period, employment of paid 
workers increased in both government 
and private industry though in the 
former instance there was some replace- 
ment of women by men. Own 
account workers and employers in non- 
agricultural industries also continued 
their gradual increase, the total 
gain for the 9 months ended August 31 
amounting to about 29,000. 

An overall shortage of labour is 
beginning to develop with the gradual 
disappearance of unemployment placing 
a definite limit on further industrial 
3 
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expansion. Ability to secure em- 
ployees to carry out projected develop- 
ments will depend in part on the rela- 
tive cost-price position of the industry 
concerned or their ability to secure 
further price increases. In any case 
expansion in one industry will have to 
be increasingly at the expense of 
decreased production elsewhere. Un- 
filled vacancies reported to offices of 
the Unemployment Insurance Commis- 
sion are currently highest in the 
textile industry, almost 10 per cent of 
the reported’ employment in that 
industry, and in the logging industry. 
A seasonal increase in logging will 
occur as workers are released from 
other industries but if the textile 
industry is to secure all the employees 
they are at present seeking, some new 
entrants to the labour market will be 
required. 


Agriculture 

The marked price increase in the 
retail price of fluid milk during the last 
few months has focussed attention on 
the whole dairy situation. Total milk 
production expanded about 12 per cent 
during the war years reaching a peak in 
1944, remained at about the same level 
in 1945 and during the current year has 
declined about 4 per cent. Fluid sales 
of milk partly as a result of subsidies 
which held prices to the pre-war level 
have shown a much greater expansion. 
In 1945 sales were 33 per cent higher 
than in 1939 and a further expansion 
in 1946 has brought current sales to 
about 144 per cent of the 1939 level. 
In the face of declining milk production 
this has meant a substantial drop in 
the amount of milk available for 
butter, cheese and other milk products. 

Recently issued statistics giving the 
number of milk cows on farms at June 
1, 1946 present some indication of 
Canada’s prospective milk supply. 
On that date dairy herds were 2-1 per 
cent smaller than on June 1, 1945. 
Though for Canada as a whole the 
total number of milk cows on farms 
reached an all time high point in 1945, 
the peak in the Prairie Provinces was 
reached a year earlier and in the cur- 
rent year the decline of 5 per cent there 
has been much larger than the 1 per 
cent reduction for the rest of Canada. 
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Since expansion of milk production 
during the war years was greater in 
the Prairies, dairy herds in the three 
western provinces are still larger rela- 
tive to the low level reached in 1941 
than they are in the rest of Canada. 
Higher income from other farm pro- 
ducts, especially wheat, may be the 
chief cause of the present decline in the 
area. There has been some increase in 
exports of dairy cattle to United States 
during the current year. Exports for the 
first 8 months of 1946 were 47,000 as 
compared with 32,616 for the same 
period in 1945, but the number 
involved represents less than one-half 
per cent of Canada’s total dairy herds 
and does not seem to be a major factor 
in the declining trend. 

Increases in fluid milk prices at 
October 1 bring the current average 
price for Canada to 15-2 cents per 
quart, an increase of 37 per cent over 
its level in 1939. While advances in 
the last few months have been large, 
the increase since 1939 is less than the 
corresponding 47 per cent increase in 
the index of all food prices. The 
present ratio of butter and milk prices 
is still somewhat more favourable to 
butter production than the average 
ratio for the years 1935 to 1939. 


Production of creamery butter in 
September continued to show a decline 
from the same month of last year. 
The decline of 14-6 per cent was 
unusually large because of the farmers’ 
delivery strike in Alberta. In the rest 
of Canada the reduction was only 
about 10 per cent, about the same as in 
August. It has been estimated that a 
continued decline in butter production 
at the same rate as has occurred during 
the year to date would reduce the 
available supply of butter for the next 
seven months to 12-4 lbs. per capita as 
compared with the 13-2 lbs., consumed 
in the same period a year ago. 


Manufacturing 


Manufacturing faced 


production 
with declining inventories in such basic 
materials as steel, brass and soda ash

was still higher than had been widely 


anticipated. Though two large plants 
have been strike bound since June, 
automobile production in September

was still about 58 per cent of the peak 
rate obtained in May and the slight 
decline from August could be attribu- 
ted entirely to a shorter working 
month. 


During August, production of radios, 
refrigerators and washing machines all 
showed slight advances over the July 
level indicating that inventories of 
materials were making possible con- 
tinued production in those plants not 
on strike. In some instances, the 
chief effect of the material shortage has 
been toward shorter working hours, 
this being especially true in the heavy 
electrical apparatus, aircraft and glass 
industries where the average working 
week dropped 27, 15, 6 per cent, 
respectively, between April 1 and 
August 1. In manufacturing as a 
whole, the average working weeks 
dropped only 3-2 per cent in the same 


period with at least part of this being 
due to the signing of new labour con- 
tracts requiring a shorter working 


week. With resumption of work in 
one of the larger textile factories, 
cotton consumption increased about 
10 per cent during September, but 
activity is still about 25 per cent 
below the level attained during the 
first 5 months of the year. Newsprint 
production receded about 10 per cent 
from its August high point, largely 
because of a shorter working month.

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August, consumption of crude and 
synthetic during September was still 
only about 21 per cent of the amount 
consumed in May. The decline has 
been sharpest in tire and tube pro- 
duction, over 90 per cent, ‘whereas 
rubber devoted to wire and cable 
remained at about 80 per cent of the 
May level and to rubber footwear 
about 50 per cent. 


Estimated employment in manu- 
facturing, including those away from 
work because of strikes, illness or 
vacation declined slightly between 
June 1 and August 31. This was in 
contrast to an expansion of employ- 
ment in almost all other industries and 
seems to indicate that some of those 
out on strike were working elsewhere 
and hence were no longer classified 
under manufacturing. 


Widespread settlement of basic 
strikes during October should lead to 
considerable improvement in produc- 
tion but depleted inventories of materi- 
als may slow the rate of growth for 
some time. 


Manufacturing employment during 
August increased sharply in the lum- 
ber (3-6%) and electrical apparatus 
(5-1%) industries. Large seasonal 
gains were also shown in the tobacco 
and food industries. In the clay, glass 
and stone products, employment: was 
down about 6-2 per cent. Employ- 
ment in the iron and steel products 
group was only fractionally lower.

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SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN SEPTEMBRE 


La situation économique courante 
refiéte avant tout un emploiement 
élevé, accompagné d’un taux inégal de 
production. En tenant compte du 
mois ouvrable de 10 p.c. plus court, la 
production en septembre progresse 
quelque peu comparativement au mois 
d’aodt. Bien que les gréves dans les 
industries basiques nuisent a la pro- 
duction d’un certain nombre de pro- 
duits, il est évident qu’au moins 
certains de ces employés travaillent 
ailleurs et Jl’estimation du nombre 
d’hommes-jours perdus 4 cause des 
gréves, qui décline d’environ 24 p.c. en 
septembre, semble surestimer la perte 
globale d’emploiement. -Les charge- 
ments de wagons de marchandises 
atteignent en septembre un chiffre sans 
précédent, bien que les expéditions de 
grains soit inférieures au niveau de la 
méme période l’an dernier. L’aug- 
mentation des expéditions de charbon, 
coke et autres produits miniers con- 
tribue 4 ce résultat. L’activité moins 
grande de |l’industrie de la pulpe et du 
papier entraine un certain déclin de la 
consommation d’énergie électrique, 
principalement au Québec et au Nou- 
veau-Brunswick; toutefois, la consom- 
mation en Ontario augmente légére- 
ment. 

Un niveau élevé persistant des 
salaires et des gages est indiqué par les 
contributions 4 |’assurance-chémage; 
le niveau moyen durant les trois der- 
niers mois atteint environ $6,000,000, 
soit 17 p.c. de plus que durant la méme 
période il y a un an. Par contre, un 
déclin du paiement de gratifications de 
service de guerre et de crédits de 
rétablissement aux anciens combat- 
tants est indiqué par la réduction de 
$12,000,000 des dépenses du Ministére 
des Affaires des anciens combattants en 
septembre. 

Les dépenses au niveau de détail 
continuent d’étre élevées; les ventes 
des magasins 4 rayons sont en sep- 
tembre d’environ 19 p.c. supérieures 
& celles de l’an dernier et différent trés 


peu du gain moyen de 20 p.c. durant 
année jusqu’éA présent. Cette aug- 
mentation des dépenses au niveau de 
détail se produit en partie aux dépens 
d’un déclin du taux d’épargnes. Entre 
la fin de mai et aodit 1946, les dépéts 
d’épargne n’augmenté que de $160,- 
000,000, en comparaison de $270,- 
000,000 les mémes trois mois en 1945. 
Par contre, les nouvelles polices d’assur- 
ance émises durant les huit premiers 
mois de l’année actuelle atteignent 51 
p.c. de plus que celles de la période 
correspondante |’an dernier. 

A la fin d’aoit, le chémage est de 
moins de 2-5 p.c. de l’effectif ouvrier 
civil, soit un niveau minimum, et du 
total estimatif de 117,000 personnes 
dans cette catégorie, plus de 80,000 
chément depuis moins de trois mois. 
L’effectif ouvrier civil global s’établit 
& prés de 5,000,000, gain de plus de 
400,000 depuis novembre dernier. 
Un grande nombre de ces nouveau- 
venus sont des _militaires démobilisés, 
mais le total comprend aussi un peu 
des renforts habituels du marché de la 
main-d’ceuvre. L’emploiement  agri- 
cole augmente d’A peu prés 260,000 
depuis novembre dernier, partielle- 
ment & cause de l’augmentation saison- 
niére du nombre de moissonneurs 
engagés et de travailleurs de famille 
non payés, mais aussi en raison d’un 
accroissement de 95,000 exploitants 
agricoles. Entre le ler juin et le 31 
aoit, l’emploiement global augmente 
de 158,000, réduisant le nombre de 
chémeurs d’environ 9,000 et absorbant 
la rentrée d’environ 149,000 personnes 
dans le marché de la main-d’cuvre, 
dont la moitié sont du groupe de ‘high 
school’ de 14 4 19 ans. Au cours de 
cette méme période, l’embauchage de 
travailleurs rémunérés augmente dans 
le gouvernement et dans les industries 
privées, bien que dans le cas des 
fermiers, il se produise une certaine 
substitution de femmes par des hom- 
mes. Les travailleurs 4 leur propre 
compte et les employeurs dans les 
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industries non manufacturiéres con- 
tinuent aussi & augmenter graduelle- 
ment; le gain total des neuf derniers 
mois terminés le 31 aodt est d’environ 
29,000. 

Avec la disparition graduelle de 
chémage une pénurie générale de 
main-d’ceuvre commenee aA se faire 
sentir, ce qui impose une limite bien 
déterminée sur toute nouvelle expan- 
sion industrielle. La disponibilité de 
travailleurs pour réaliser les projets 
d’expansion dépendra en partie de la 
situation relative du prix de revient 
dans l’industrie en cause ou de la 
possibilité d’obtenir de nouvelles 
hausses de prix. De toute facon, 
lexpansion d’une industrie pourrait 
s’effectuer de plus en plus aux dépens 
d’une main-d’ceuvre amoindrie ailleurs. 
Les vacances nonremplies déclarées aux 
bureaux de la Commission d’assur- 
ance-chémage sont présentement les 
plus nombreuses dans les textiles, prés 
de 10 p.c. de l’emploiement déclaré par 
cette industrie, et dans l’abattage du 
bois. Il se produira une augmenta- 
tion saisonniére dans l’abattage du 
bois & mesure que les travailleurs 
seront libérés des autres industries, 
mais il faudra qu’un certain nombre de 
recrues viennent renforcir le marché de 
la main-d’ceuvre si l'industrie textile 
doit réussir & embaucher tous les 
travailleurs qu’elle cherche présente- 
ment. 


Agriculture 

L’augmentation prononcée du prix de 
détail du lait fluide durant ces quelques 
derniers mois caractérise la situation 
laitiére en général. La production 
totale de lait augmente d’environ 12 
p.c. durant la guerre et touche un 
sommet en 1944. Elle demeure a peu 
prés au méme niveau en 1945 et 
décline d’approximativement 4 p.c. 
au cours de cette année. Les ventes 
de lait fluide augmentent beaucoup 
plus, partiellement 4 cause des sub- 
ventions qui retenaient les prix aux 
niveaux d’avant-guerre. En 1945, les 
ventes sont de 33 p.c.. plus élevées 
qu’en 1939 et une nouvelle expansion 
en 1946 établit les ventes courantes 4 
prés de 144 p.c. du chiffre de 1939. 
Vu le déclin de la production de lait, 
ces ventes représentent une diminution 


_ dans cette région. 
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considérable du lait servant 4 la pro- 
duction de beurre, de fromage et 
d’autres produits laitiers. 

Les statistiques récemment publiées 
donnant le nombre de vaches laitiéres 
sur les fermes, le ler juin 1946, font 
voir un peu les approvisionnements de 
lait en perspective au Canada. A 
cette date, les troupeaux laitiers étaient 
de 2-1 p.c. inférieurs 4 ceux du ler 
juin 1945. Bien qu’au pays en genéral 
le nombre global de vaches laitiéres sur 
les fermes atteigne un chiffre sans 
précédent en 1945, le sommet dans les 
Provinces des Prairies a été touché un 
an plus tét, et, durant l’année courante, 
le déclin de 5 p.c. est beaucoup plus 
considérable que la réduction de 1 p.c. 
pour le reste du Canada. Etant donné 
que l’expansion de la production lai- 
tiére durant la guerre a été plus forte 
dans les Prairies, les troupeaux laitiers 
dans les trois provinces de |’Ouest 
demeurent plus nombreux par rapport 
au bas niveau de 1941 que dans le 
reste du pays. Le revenu plus élevé 
provenant des autres produits de la

Les hausses de prix du lait fluide, le 
ler octobre, portent le prix moyen 
courant au Canada 4 15-2 cents la 
pinte, soit une augmentation de 37 p.c.

Manufactures 

La production manufacturiére, aux 
prises avec des diminutions de stocks 
de matiéres premiéres comme lI’acier, le 
laiton et la cendre de soude, est quand 
méme plus forte qu’il avait générale- 
ment été prévu. Bien que deux usines 
importantes soient en gréve depuis 
juin, la production d’automobiles en 
septembre demeure a environ 58 p.c. 
du sommet de mai et le léger déclin 
par rapport au mois d’aofit peut étre 
imputé exclusivement au mois ou- 
vrable plus court. 

En aotit, la production de radios, 
réfrigérateurs et lessiveuses augmente 
légérement auprés du niveau de juillet, 
ce qui indique que les stocks en mains 
de matiéres premiéres permettent aux 
usines' qui ne sont pas en gréve de 
continuer leur production. Dans cer- 
tains cas, le principal effet de la pénurie 
de matiéres premiéres est de réduire 
les heures de travail, particuliérement 
dans les indusries d’accessoires lourds 
électriques, les avionneries et les ver- 
reries, oi la semaine ouvrable moyenne 
diminue de 27-15 et 6 p.c. respective- 
ment entre le ler avril et le ler aodt. 
Dans l'industrie manufacturiére en 
général, les semaines moyennes de 
travail ne diminuent que de 3-2 p.c. 
durant la méme période; au moins une 
partie de cette diminution découle de 
la signature de nouveau contrats de 
travail exigeant une semaine ouvrable 
plus courte. Avec la reprise du tra-

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CAPITAL EXPENDITURE IN THE CURRENT PERIOD 


A recent report released by the 
Department of Reconstruction and 
Supply based on forecasts made by a 
large number of business firms esti- 
mated that total private investment in 
durable physical assets including resi- 
dential building and business construc- 
tion would amount to one billion 
dollars in 1946. While the actual 
forecast amounted to $1,187 million, 
because of supply difficulties only part 
of this is now expected to be realized. 
In dollar value this represents an 
increase of 80 per cent over 1939 and 
20 per cent over 1945, but it should be 
realized that the total gross national 
expenditure has risen by over 100 per 
cent since 1939. 

To some extent, the significance of 
this forecast can best be judged by 
comparing it with the total of personal 
expenditure on consumers’ goods and 
services. If we had a balanced budget 
and no net credit investment abroad, 
the total of corporate and individual 
income after tax would be divided 
between the amount devoted to con- 
sumers’ expenditures and the amount 
saved and privately invested. 

A comparison with the total of gross 
national expenditure is less meaningful 
because the importance of government 
expenditure in the total has greatly 
increased. In making this compari- 
son, it is necessary to make a rough 
estimate of consumers’ expenditures 
for 1946; though expenditures on ser- 
vices have not risen substantially, 
retail sales are running about 15% 
above 1945 and there has been an 
increase of $40 million in sales of new 
passenger cars during the first half of 
1946 so that it seems probable that 
total consumers’ expenditure for 1946 
will be at least 10 per cent above the 
1945 level. 

Comparing the above forecast of 
capital expenditure of one billion dol- 
lars with this estimate we find it 
amounts to about 14 per cent, a 
slightly higher proportion than existed 
in 1938 and 1939, but somewhat less 
than its level of 15-5 per cent in 1940 
and 17 per cent in 1941. 


Some economists believe there is a 
danger that capital expenditures in 
1946 may be larger than desirable and 
in combination with the large loans to 
the United Kingdom, and other count- 
ries they will, by diverting material 
and labour away from production of 
consumers’ goods, force a higher level 
of saving on the economy. During 
the current year the limit on both 
capital and other forms of expenditure 
is chiefly one of supply, with the 
immediate danger more that of infla- 
tion caused by competing expendi- 
tures than of deflation and developing 
unemployment. 

But when the stimulus to exports 
given by the Dominion Government’s 
program of foreign loans ceases and 
when the shortages of finished goods 
which is currently leading to a higher 
level of consumer expenditure are 
partially satisfied, a evel of invest- 
ment expenditures at least as high as 
that forecast for the current year will 
be essential for the continuance of 
prosperity. Conservative expenditure 
on new investment goods at the present 
with gradual increases as other types 
of expenditures began to taper off 
could help to maintain employment 
over a much longer period of time. 

Additions to inventories are still 
another form of expenditure competing 
for the limited supply of goods at the 
present. As long as there is no short- 
age of funds on the spending side 
inventory accumulation should not be 
regarded as a dangerous sign since it is 
being made deliberately perhaps for 
production reasons or in anticipation 
of a further price rise and, with a price 
ceiling still in effect, it simply means 
that other expenditure plans go unre- 
alized. 

But inventory accumulation can 
only be expected to continue for a 
limited period of time and it does not 
provide an employment sustaining 
form of expenditure over a longer 
period. It is not a lasting alternative 
for investment expenditures in plant, 
equipment, and residential or other 
construction. 
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Long term forecasts of a residential 
construction program in excess of 
60,000 units a year involving an 
annual investment of $300 million or 
more point to a factor which could 
provide a strong underlying basis for a 
long period of prosperity. In the 
period immediately preceding the war 
the low level of residential construc- 
tion was an important factor in pre- 
venting the attainment of a prosperity 
level of employment. 

In 1945 an estimated 47,767 new 
dwelling units (including conversions) 
were completed. In 1946 up to the 
end of August, 10,130 completions had 
been reported in municipalities which 
reported 15,961 for the entire year 
1945, but many more had been started 
and remained incomplete because of 
material or labour shortages. 


Longer term prospects depend not 
only on the need for houses which is 
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admittedly very large but on the 
ability of the construction industry to 
provide houses at a price which the 
mass of individuals will be willing to 
pay. 


Both in respect to housing and other 
forms of capital expenditure, it is 
important that these expenditures 
should not be allowed to rise temporar- 
ily to higher levels than can be main- 
tained on a continuing basis. Though 
such a policy might conflict with the 
problem of meeting quickly the severe 
current shortage, it is important that 
efforts should be made to resolve this 
conflict. In the case of housing a 
greater stress on conversions or the 
provision of temporary shelters might 
offer the solution. One merit of con- 
tinuance of some form of price control 
lies in the check it places on the over- 
expansion of industries where the 
shortages are most severe.

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NET INCOME OF FARM OPERATORS FROM FARMING 


MONTHLY REVIEW OF BUSINESS STATISTICS 111 


OPERATIONS 


During the period 1938 to 1945 the 
net income of farm operators from 
farming operations increased remark- 
ably. The net income for the last 
four of these eight years was more 
than double the income received during 
the first four years. The high point 
was reached in 1944 when farm oper- 
ators received a net income of $1,228 
million as compared with $387 million 
received in 1938. The increase is the 
result not only of substantially higher 
prices for farm products but also as 
the result of a greater volume of 
production together with lower relative 
increases in operating costs. The net 
income of farm operators from farming 
operations for 1945 was approximately 
$223 million less than the net income 
for 1944. The decrease took place 
chiefly in the Prairie Provinces where 
smaller crops brought about  sub- 
stantial reductions in the cash income 
received from the sale of farm products. 


Cash income from the sale of farm 
products in Canada rose consistently 
from $664 million in 1938 to a peak 
of $1,826 million in 1944 as the result 
of greatly expanded farm production 
and a steadily rising demand. In 
order to attribute the income to the 
year in which it was earned, the es- 
timates take into account the values 
of any changes in inventory of live- 
stock and grains from one year to the 
next. This results in the gross and 
net incomes of 1942, for example, 
showing up more favourably than 
the cash income indicates, since the 
heavy sales of the 1942 crop made 
during 1943 are credited back to the 
year 1942. 


The value of income in kind con- 
sumed by persons on farms increased 
from $185 million in 1938 to $286 
million in 1945. This increase, though 
due in large part to an increase in 
prices, is also due to increases in the 
consumption of home-grown produce 
notably meat, eggs, and milk. 


As is to be expected with increased 
production, farm operating expenses 


and depreciation charges also increased 
during the period. Farm expenses, 
however, increased much less rapidly 
than gross income with the result that 
there were gains in the net income 
of relatively larger proportions. Oper- 
ating expenses went up about 51 per 
cent between 1938 and 1945, and while 
gross income including supplementary 
payments increased by 98 per cent, 
net income rose nearly 160 per cent. 


Substantial increases in total ex- 
penditures by farmers occurred par- 
ticularly in the following: feed and 
seed, wages, fuel and oil, net farm rent 
and repair items. On the other hand 
a marked decrease in total interest 
payments occurred as the result of 
generally favourable economic con- 
ditions which enabled farmers to 
liquidate substantial amounts of their 
outstanding indebtedness. 


The improvement in net income 
during the period 1938 to 1945 was 
general across Canada and was sub- 
stantial in all provinces except Nova 
Scotia. The increases in the Prairie 
Provinces had largely occurred by 
1942 as the result of particularly 
favourable crops that year. In 1943 
yields in the Prairies were less favour- 
able, but in 1944 with high production 
and increased prices the net income of 
farm operators in Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan reached record heights. 
All three Prairie Provinces returned 
to considerably lower income levels 
in 1945 when more nearly normal 
production was obtained. Income was 
maintained well above the level of 
the years prior to 1942, however, 
because of substantially higher average 
prices in 1945. Less spectacular but 
more consistently maintained income 
increases occurred in Prince Edward 
Island, Ontario and British Columbia. 
Farm operators in these provinces 
obtained their largest net incomes in 
1945. In the case of Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick farm operators 
arrived at their highest net incomes 
in 1943 while the high point for 
Quebec was 1944.
